% The Litany shall then be said ; after which all 
shall rise, except the person about to be received, 
who shaU remcdn on her knees. The Superior^ 
or some Sister deputed to act in her stead, shall 
then take her place on the right qf the person 
who is to be received, 

f The Sisters, and the penitents already received, 
shall alone join in the responses appointed for this 
service, 

% The Priest shall then read the following exhor^ 
tation, 

T)EABLT beloved, we are taught that 

when our first parents sinned, and by 

their sins lost Paradise, God did not leave 

them without hope, but gave unto them the 
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comfortable promise of a Saviour, Who 
should bruise Satan under their feet, and 
deliyer them. We are taught likewise how 
God fulfilled that promise in sending His 
only Son, to sare that which is lost. He 
is that good Shepherd, spoken of in the 
Gospels, Who Himself seeks to deliyer each 
one that goeth astray, seeking till He find, 
and rejoicing when He brings back the 
wanderer to His fold. He indeed hateth 
sin, neyertheless He willeth not the death of 
a sinner ; He is the merciful receiyer of all 
true penitent sinners. He is ever ready to 
receive us, and most willing to pardon us, 
if we come unto Him with faithful repent-

^ Then shall all rise, the penitent who isiohe re- 
ceived, alone remaining on her knees : and the 
Priest shall then address her in the following 
words. 

We now admit thee into this house and 
family, trusting that thou wilt henceforth 
give tiiyself earnestly to the studies and 
works of a true repentance. Let it be thy 
continual labour and prayer to arise from 
the dead, that Christ may give^ thee light. 
May the grace of God, Who alone can keep 
thee from fiilling back, be thy stay and thy 
strength for ever. Remember from whence 
thou art fsMea, and walk in all lowliness. 
Be diligent to follow the holy example, and 
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the &ithful guidance of those who now re- 
ceiye Jbhee into their merciful care, and are 
set over thee in the Lord. Be obedient, be 
reverent, be watchful, be sincere. May the 
words of thy mouth and the meditations of 
thy heart, be such as Qod may approve. 
Strive to learn all the ways of a perfect re- 
pentance, and follow Jesus. May the miser- 
able and shameful past be blotted out from 
thy soul. Look not back at the frightful 
evil out of which Qod hath plucked thee, as 
a brand is plucked out of the burning. Think 
not of it, lest thou die. Bemember Lot's 
wife, how she stopped and looked back, and 
the curse of God fell upon her. Let thine 
eyes and thy thoughts rather be turned for- 
ward to all that is pure, and lovely, and of 
good report. 

Fiom this time forth thou wilt be known 
among us by a new name, and clothed in a 
new dress, and as thy name and thy outward 
garments are changed, so may thy whole life 
and thy inmost heart be changed likewise. 
Lose not the precious time here given to thee. 
Time is short, life is uncertain. The night 
Cometh, when no man can work. Bemember 
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the terrible aeoouBt which thou wilt have to 
give hereafter, when thou shalt standl^efore 
tiie judgment-seat of Christ, if thou Bhould- 
est fedl back.

Be sober there- 
fore and vigilant, for our adversary the 
devil, as a roaring lion, goeth about seeking 
whom he may devour; whom resist, stedfast 
in the faith. 

Qive thyself up from henceforth to prayer, 
to the reading of the word of God, and all 
the studies of a holy life, which may be ap- 
pointed for thee ; that so gaining strength 
and power from Him Who alone can keep 
thee from falling, thou mayest be strong to 
resist all temptations, and to persevere imder 
all trials, and so continue even unto the 
end, that, when the Lord oometh, thou may- 
est be found watching, and prepared for His 
appearing, and mayest enter in with Him 
into His glorious kingdom ; unto which He 
vouchsafe to bring us all for His infinite 
mercy. Amen.
